Col. Mr Redvers Duller, who evacuated Gubat 
on the 18th and withdrew bis forces to Abu 
Klea, has also boon ordered M fall ^baek on 
Korti. All avallaole troops la Wolseley's 
command will be concentrated at tbat place 
and atDebbl and Kosko, and tbe mam body 
beldg at Korti It to probable that General Lord
